Claims 51-62 are pending in this application. 

Action Summary 

1 . Tlie rejection of claim 51 under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as 
that of claim 21 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,617,328 B2 is being maintained for the 
reasons stated in the previous office action. Applicant has not shown how the claims 
are different nor amended the claim to differentiate it over the prior art. 

2. The rejection of claims 52-62 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting over claim 21 of U.S. Patent No. 6,617,328 B2 is 
hereby withdrawn as applicant has timely filed a terminal disclaimer.
